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LAW REQUIRES DEALERS 
REPORT BULLION BUYS 

New Hampshire Precious Metals Assoc- 
iation and others succeeded in defeating 
the New Hampshire preoious metals bill that 
would have required coin dealers to be 
registered and report purchases to police. 
However, that is not the only threat to 
privacy of coin and bullion dealings. 

The Internal Revenue Service had 
succeded in getting the national congress 
to pass a law requiring dealers to report 
to I.R, S. all purchases of bullion type 
coins after July 1, 1983. There is still 
much confusion about just what is coverdd 
but at this time it appears that coins with 
substantial premiun over their bullion value 
are not covered.

Inside the front cover are shown sane notes wh'ch turned up this year in an auction I 
of some material from the estate of former Governor John McLane. The notes for the Merrimack 
County Bank, previously the Concord Bank ( Northern )j are rarer issues of that bank. The $4.00 
note from the Cheshire Bank, dated June 10, 1804, is better than usual condition for this 
crude early banknote of unusual denomination. 


John McLane, born in Scotland in 1652, came with his parents 
to Manchester N. H. in 1853. He attended Manchester public schools 
and was apprenticed to a cabinet maker. He entered that business 
in 1876 and the McLane Manufacturing Company of Milford, N. H. 
became the largest manufacturer of post office equipment in North 
America, employing over 100 med. 


McLane was elected Governor in 1905. During his tenure he 
appeared in Yfashington in favor of a bill to create a national 
forest preserve which included the New Hampshire Presidential 
Range. He was present and his daughter Hazel christened the 
battleship Hew %mpshire in 1906 at Camden, N.J.

Governor McLane presided over the Russo-Japanese Peace Con- 
ference in Portsmouth, N.H. and skillfully used this international 
event to spread New Hampshire’s fame worldwide , He was President 
and Director of The Souhegan 3 e.tional Hank of Milford, N.H, He 
died 3* It'll and is buried ir '■tlfor*.
